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SCIENCE SAYS LAND IS STOLEN BY SEA. 


NGLAND has surrendered 524 square miles of her territory to the waves 
within the last thousand years. More recently the advance of the waters 
has been much more rapid, averaging for the last 40 years 1523 acres a 
year. The ravages of the sea in 1903 were almost unprecedented. Many histor- 
ical towns, such as Ravensburgh, where Henry IV landed in 1339, have been sub- 
merged. Off the Yorkshire coast alone there are 12 submerged towns and villages. 
Between Flamborough Head and Kilnsea an area equal to that of London has 
been devoured since the Roman invasion. The erosion here is so continuous that 
the outline of the coast is never the same on two consecutive days. There 
is an anchorage off Selsey, Sussex, scill calted ‘The Park,” because it was 
@ royal deer park in the reign of Henry VIII. The Goodwin sands, so much 
dreaded by navigators, was the 4000-acre estate of Earl Goodwin until it was 
inundated by a great wave in 1099. In June, 1898, the sea advanced inland 200 
yards at Cromer during a single gale.

The diference between amateur sad 
professional athletic sports, ag inter 
preted by the Amateur Athletic Union, is 
little understood by the general public, 

The Amateur Athletic Union is an or 
ganization of international scope. It 
controls absolutely, with the aid of va- 
rious affiliated amateur bodies, the sport 
of the world. The big amateur games 
at the various expositions and at Ath- 
ens were controlled and conducted by 
this organization. It is allied.on thie 
continent with the Athletic League 6f 
Young Men’s Christian Associations, the 
Canadian Amateur Athletic Association, 





the Intercollegiate Association of Ama-< 
teur Athletes of America, the Military 
Athletic League, the North American 
Gymnastic Union, Western Intercolle- 
giate Amateur Athletic Association, the 
National Interscholastic Amateur Asso- 
ciation and the National Cycling Asso~ 
ciation. It has articles of alllance with 
the amateur bodies of Europe. 

It follows that when an organization 
of this size and scope sets up rules 
for the government of sport, which are 
accepted without question throughout 
the world, these rules must be just and 
fair.

Amateurs and Professionals. 
The thing that the A. A. U. 


combat the most is the desire on the 
part of many athletes to turn thelr ath- 
letic ability to account. The A. A. U, 
does not object to, or interfere with 
the recognized bona fide professional 
athlete. Professionalism is absolutely 
satisfactory and legitimate if handled 
as it is in the big baseball leagues. 

What the A. A. U. does is to make 
a distinction between the man who ts 
in athletics fot? gain and the man who 
is in athletics for the pleasure he de- 
rives from friendly competition. The 
rule says a man is a professional if 
he makes money out of his athietic 
ability, evon though that sum be ag 
small as a dollar or even less. i 

This is just, as there can be no degree 
of professionalism, and a man is either 
an amateur, having never taken any 
money, or he is a professional, have 
ing taken some money or its equivalent, 

Living a Lie. : 

What destroys interest in athletics to- 
day, disgusts the spectator and weakens 
the character of the man himself, is 
the athlete who pretends to be an amae- 
teur and is secretly taking money, or 
its equivalent, in small amounts, all the 
time for athletic work. He is simply 
living a He; he is not honest enough to 
declare himself an out and out profes- 
sional, for he knows he is not good 
enough to hold his own with real pro- 
fessional athletes, and he knows that if 
he were to admit that he is making 
money, however small the amount may 
be, he would be cast from the ranks of 
amateurs. 

In England and the continental coun- 
tries this is almost unheard of. In the 
kastern states a little of it is done; 
in the Middle Western states it hap- 
pens occasionally, but is being rapidly 
stamped out by the A. A. U., and in 
Utah it occurs all the time. 

Today college athictics are practically 
free from the taint of professionaliam. 
A few years ago there were many 
abuses, but the recent purity agitation 
has done much to wipe these things 
out; still there are pitfalls and minor 
abuses for the clean young man to 


avoid. 


Lured by the Coaches. 

Overenthusiastic football coaches try 
to lure good athletes away from other 
colleges by giving them snap jobs, prom- 
ising to get them into a destrable fra- 
ternity, securing free tutoring for them, 
and various like unfair means. They 
i sometimes get a professional pitcher to 
attend school long enough to be eligible 
for some important game, and some- 
times they grant undue favors to at- 
tract men, but, on the whole, college 
athietica are clean. The average college
